WHAT TO DO WITH OUR EX-PRESI-

Whenever a president comes to the end of his 
term of service, there is always a good deal of talk 
about what we are to do with our ex-presidents. 
The approaching exit of President Coolidge again 
raises the question. 
The list of ex-presidents is 
never very large. 
At present we have but one. 
and he is doing good work as the Chief-Justice of 
the Supreme Court. We recall how Theodore Roose­ 
velt chafed after the close of his presidential terms. 


THE OVERSUPPLY OF MINISTERS 


Time was, and not so long ago, that we heard 
a great deal about the inadequate supply of mitt- 
isters to man the churches. 
Over against the list 
of churches was placed the list of available min­ 
isters, and there were always more of the former 
than the latter. 
Even in those days. however, the 
statistics were a little confused. 
There were a 
great many churches listed which were Unable to 
support a minister, and a great many ministers 
listed held secretarial positions or w’ere engaged in 
educational work. 
Still, there was a cry for more 
ministers, and the theological schools were sound­ 
ing out the call for more students. 
English courses 
were introduced in the divinity schools to appeal 
to under-trained men to meet the supposed demand 
of the smaller churches. 
Until a few years ago 
some of the larger communions had commissions 
for the recruiting of the ministry, 
Ail this has changed.

The drafts made upon them 
by the great office, or the disappointments follow­ 
ing the laying down of power, was too much for 
most of them. 
The drop into private life from the most exalted 
and most powerful position in the world is too great 
for most men to face with serenity. 
A Diocletian 
retiring from the Roman Imperatorship to raise cab­ 
bages at Salonga, or a Charles the Fifth retiring to 
a monastery to regale his spirit, is too unusual to 
s« re as a suggestion for our ex-presidents. 
Every 
other vocation must seem trivial and enervating 
corpared with the exalted place of the presidency. 
To get down to more whittling is hardly edifying for 
an ex-president 
But there is not much more for 
him to look forward to than th at So we presume 
the question as to what we shall do with our ex- 
presidents will continue to come up everytime one 
retires. There is no way in which it can be solved 
by any set rule. The personality of the man, his in­ 
terests, and his adjustability to circumstances will 
determine the matter in each case.

Dr. Rurges Johnson, professor of English at Syra 
cuse University, stated the other day that what this 
country needs is mort “cuss words.’* In this, he is 
in agreement with the moving picture scenario writ 
era whom we rioted rn short time ago were at work 
ob a new vocabulary of “swear words,” the old ones, 
which are useable on the screen and in the “talkies 
having lost their force. 
With agreement between 
two such elements, e university professor and the 
moving picture people, the desire for new “cuss 
words” is on the way of becoming a “movement. 
Now if these leaders can only get the support of 
the “Better English Week” people, on the ground 
that new, stimulating, fresh English invectives are 
“Better English” they will make some headway. 
In this search for a new and more forceful vo­ 
cabulary for swearing, the leaders might go to the 
nursery, to the little boys and girls forced to be 
inventive in their swear words by mothers and 
fathers who forbid them to repeat the swear words 
they occasionally and surprisingly pick up on the 
streets. 
We recall one four-year-old boy who filled 
in die forbidden niche in his vocabulary by utter­ 
ing, with hearty gusto, the words “banana peel." 
There is an interesting example of cause and effect 
there. 
Banana peels have given rise to the use of 
some of the strongest of the words which the pro­ 
fessor and the moving picture people now say have 
lost their force because of too frequent use. 
The antidote for the loss of strength of the swear 
words might be a reform in the vocabulary of the 
individual who feels limitations in the outlet for ex­ 
clamation and invective. 
We know a lady whose 
mild expressions of impatience we can’t even re­ 
call, though, because of their infrequency, they reg­ 
ister more feeling at the time they are used, than 
a soldier boy’s choicest series of invectives. 
It’s 
all in the use that is made of the English which is 
too limited for some but needlessly extensive for 
others. 


at large has increased. 
This in part may account 
for the oversupply of ministers. 
But the call for 
a larger supply of ministers has become effective, 
and now the churches have more than are really 
needed. 
The fact is, good ministers are still need­ 
ed, and only such, with the increasing demands 
made upon the modern minister, are wanted by the 
churches.

We are not surprised when a church, in search 
for a minister finds it so difficult to choose a man 
from the list of availables who really meets their 
needs. The number of men trained for the ministry 
who are entering other callings or taking up busi­ 
ness, is increasing. 
There is still a place for the 
competent minister, but for the man of less than 
average ability there is a problematic future.

electoral college has become 
a mere farce. 
Mr. 
Hoover has been touring South America as if he 
were actually the president-elect, whith of course he 
is not. The position of elector has ceased to have 
dignity or honor to it. It is simply a rubber stamp. 
The only question that has to be solved is which one 
of the number will have his expenses paid to Wash­ 
ington to carry thé vote there. In many states that 
is settled by lot. 
In others, it is given to the man 
most desirous of a junket. 
It is about time to 
abolish the farce. We have long since outgrown the 
system. 
It means nothing.

Japan has been the toast of the western world 
because of the way that country has adopted and 
adapted western methods, governmental, industrial, 
and military. 
The westernization seems to have 
been done thoroughly and extensively so that it 
includes the graft methods of some of the most 
advanced cities of the western world and also the 
apathy of the citizenry, which, however was, in this 
country, overcome in the last election. 
The other day the Home Ministry dissolved the 
Tokio Municipal Council because, with twenty-five 
members held on charges of corruption, there was 
difficulty in forming a quorum. 
Corruption has so 
honeycombed the local government, according to the 
Home Minister» (hit the Council could no longer 
command the confidence of citizens. 
In the past 
three months judicial investigations have revealed a 
constantly extending network of corruption. 
Pub­ 
lie indignation has been so stirred that mild hopes 
a » noir entertained that apathetic citizens may at 
last be aroused to uke an interest in municipal af- 
b in . 
So quickly does Japan follow westernization that 
tbs citizens bare developed almost hopeless apathy 
Nidûa little more than a year of the tram that 
BMI ab rind suffrage was granted!

It may alm ost be called a world movement. W ithin 
a decade it has spread over Europe, where It Ie 
commonly referred to as the “new education.” But 
unless the reader has become a little more than 
casually interested, he is apt to interpret the term 
too loosely. 
And since education affect* everyone 
somewhat, and most people a great deal, it becomes 
im portant to Rive the term an authoritative, Intel­ 
ligent explanation. 
Progressive education is more than Just a few 
modern Ideas working upon 
the 
mentalities 
of 
teachers here and there. 
The whole enterprise Is 
a definite one and Is well organized. 
It has caused 
hundreds of private schools, projecting the new 
ideals, to be set up and to become thoroughly es­ 
tablished. 
It has led to reorganization In whole 
public school systems. 
It has 
brought 
about 
a 
demand for teachers of a new type, and although 
these have been hard to find. they will be more 
It 
has brought the parent closer to the school work as 
an active partner. 
Above all, It has caused a new 
kind of pupil to put in his appearance, for the new 
departure has made a clean reversal In many m at­ 
ters—the new school is built around th# boy and 
girl, not around th# curriculum.

THE PUBLIC AND ITB SCHOOLS 
There Is a vast amount of silly, 
superficial, and sinister criticism 
of our schools and our school ex­ 
penditures by demagogues who a rs 
willing to play horse with any­ 
thing they can capitalise to their 
personal and political advantage. 
But schools and schoolmen m ust 
never forget th at the schools are 
fathered and fed by the public 
whose Instrum ent they are. 
We need less demagogic attacks 
on our schools, but we need more 
Intelligent interest in and ques­ 
tioning of our schools on the part 
of the public. 
W hat rights has the public In Its 
schools, aside from paying taxes 
to support them and sanding its 
sons and daughters to themT 
There are schoolmen who make 
much of w hat they call “the m ys­ 
tery of learning,” assuming th at 
the public should foot the bills, ac­ 
cept the blessings, and bow before 
the "m ystery” of the educational 
process. 
I suggest that, beyond this, the 
public has the following rights in 
its relation to its schools: 
1. The 
right 
to 
understand. 
Schools m ust take the mystery out 
of their budgets, so that w hat they 
are driving a t and why it costs 
what it costs can be understood by 
taxpayers to whom tho accounting 
terms of the business office or the 
technical lingo of the pedagogue 
are so much Sanskrit or Greek. 
2. The right to education fitted 
to invldual students. Schools have 


had a difficult Job taking care of 
the vast m asses of students I 
have quickly filled our school 
colleges, and universities to over-1 
flowing. 
The easy thing to do is 
to fa c to rise such a Job, herd stu ­ 
dents into lecture halls and give 
them a shotgun prescription, hop­ 
ing It will hit some. 
The tem pta­ 
tion Is to make the presence of 
great maSees of students an alibi 
for poor teaching. 
The publio has 
a right to demand th at every effort 
be made to personalise teaching no 
m atter how big the body of stu- 
denta 
t. The right of an education It 
can afford. 
W e do not live in 
Utopia, and the public has the 
right to say w hat kind of educa­ 
tion it can afford a t any given 
stage of Its development, although 
It is ever tem pted to underesti­ 
m ate the value of its Investment 
In education. 
4. The right to ahve Its tons 
and daughters taught by teachers 
who love teaching, not by teachers 
who teach until they car snare a 
m ore profitable Job. 
5. The right to demand th at its 
schools be efficiently and econom­ 
ically administered. 
Agreement on the existence of 
these and a few sim ilar rights 
would go far tow ard putting the 
relationship between the public and 
Its schools on a co-operative rather 
than a critical basis.

Continuing costs of tho World 
war are tho expenses of the Vet­ 
erans’ bureau, interest on that part 
of tho public debt of th» United 
States created as a result of the 
war, and construction of hospitals 
far tho care of veterans of the 
war, Mellon explained. 
Total money cost of tho war to 
this country Is arrived at by de­ 
ducting the normal expenditures of 
the government during the “war

people la Europe todsy, according 
te J . W. Hurtcrants, professor In 
anatomy at the University of Up- 
sala. This scientist also bas found 
that the average grown-up Swede 
today is three centimeters (1.179 
inches) taller than his father, and 
six centimeters <2 348 inches) taller 
than his grandfather. 
The professor has made thor­ 
ough investigations of the height 
of Swedes of 20 and 21 years dur­ 
ing the period of 1840-1914, and 
has disco* ired a continuous in­ 
crease in their average stature. 
Thus, at around the middle of the 
19th century only ono man in a 
hundred reached a height of 180 
centimeters (6 feet l l 
inches), 
while now approximately every 
tenth man reaches that measure. 
The Swedish scientist ascribes 
this increase In height to a num­ 
ber of causes, among which are 
better food and hygiene, a growing 
interest In athletics,

vies. 
Nor telephone*. 
And there wasn’t any­ 
thing to do of an evening but read by the old oil 
lamp. . . .

Most of us feel the same way. 
Exactly as 
Mr. Stevenson did, who hadn't— comparatively 
speaking— seen much of anything. 
In another 25 years, according to Roger W. 
Babson, the world will be full of newer, better 
things. 'Things so grand and wonderful that, 
then, maybe we'll be happier than kings. 
And 
then again, maybe we won’t 
For there are 
plenty of people who believe that happfoess 
comes from within, and hasn't anything to do 
with new-fangled inventions and wonders. 
Mr. Babson, predicting prosperity for 1929, 
lifts the veil of the future. 
And, like a seer or 
a prophet, he predicts magic. 
Scientific magic. 
. . . A miracle ray to revive the dead. Cairned 
sunlight, delivered with the groceries. 
Face-to- 
face conversations from the ends of the earth. 
• . • Miracles without end. 
The way Mr. Babson feels, it would be a big 
mistake ta die within the next 25 years. 
T 


D begin with, there is the Miracle Ray, 
which has already restored animation to the 
lower forms of animal life. 
The experi­ 
ments to date have been on flies. 
But that, of 
course, is a mere beginning. 
Flies, as everybody knows, die—-or at least 
seem to die— at freezing temperature. 
There 
has never been any known way of restoring 
them to life. 
"Now Owen D. Young of the General Elec­ 
tric tells me," declares Babson, "that they have 
embedded flies in ice for weeks at a time. Upon 
being exposed to the Miracle Ray, the frozen 
flies return to life, and apparently suffer no ill 
effects from the experience. 
Provided no or­ 
ganic injury has been done them, it is quite pos­ 
sible to restore them to their usual activity. 
"Think what startling possibilities may lie in 
that magic ray! Think of human beings, frozen 
to deads, being revived by its miraculous proper­ 
ties! 
Consider the miracle of restoring Ufa in 
those that have drowned, or been asphyxiated I 
"It would seem that, where there has been 
no organic injury, the dead may indeed be 
brought to life." 
Mr. Babson believes m prolonging life as long 
as possible, and extending its usefulness. 
He believes that happiness, enthusiasm and 
ambition can actually be planted in persons who 
are naturally sad, and dull and lazy. He knows, 
in fact, a man who has been completely trans­ 
formed from a shy, stammering, diffident person 
to a confident, masterful executive. 
"H e's a friend of mine," says Mr. Babson. 
"And the thing that has happened to him is 
absolutely incredible. 
He was the most bashful 
man that ever Uved." 
Among his astonishing prophecies, Babson 
maintains that, within 25 years, we will be so 
accustomed to complete human transformations, 
we won't think anything at aU about them. 
The 
fat will get thin. 
The thin will grow fa t 
The 
short may become ta ll 
And the gangling re­ 
duced to reasonable proportions. 
Cowards and criminals will be made into 
brave men and good citizens. 
Grouches will 
grow good-natured. 
Weaklings strong. 
And 
normal intelligence will bo bequeathed to the 
mentally deficient

E X T Babson dwells at length on tho pos­ 
sibilities of radio. 
"In radio," be affirms, "we are only 
on die threshold. 
Power, light and heat will 
soon be transmitted by wireless." 
As for television, it may be so perfected within 
our lifetime, that we shall be ame to carry on 
face-to-face conversations across continents and 
oceans, Babson says. 
And when John Smith turns on his radio, for 
the missus and die kids to listen, they can also 
watch. 
It shall be a commonplace to see plays, 
and orators, and public events, while sitting in 
the family living room. 
Because all drat is now 
heard may shortly be seen, as well 
Almost everybody predicts general popularity 
for the aiiplane. 
But it remained for Mr. Bab* 
son to predict that every house will have a hangar. 
"Aviation will never become practical," he

points out, "until the perfection of the helicopter, 
which will enable a plane to rise vertically m 
the air. and descend in the same fashion. 
"Nobody would drive automobiles,” contends 
Babson, “if they had to park them in a distant 
municipal garage. 
Neither will people leave 
planes on far-away landing fields. 
No, sir— 
we want them on our roofs, exactly as we want 
our cars in our own backyards. 
W e'll have them 
there, too, because the aerial flivver is going to 
be as cheap, as safe and as easily handled as the 
Ford.” 
About that time, Mr. Babson's prediction as 
to two-deck streets will also come to pass. 
All 
main streets, he thinks, will have two stories of 
sidewalks. 
Parking can on the new highways 
will be easier, because, by and by, gears will 
shift automatically. 
Also, automobiles will ba 
so constructed that they will move sideways, as 
well as forward and back. 
Instead of backing 
and fillihg we will go broadside into our parking 
spaces, thus utilizing every foot of room. 
H 


O U SEW IV ES, particularly, will profit 
under the magic era. Mr. Babson says that 
there is already a chemical substance which 
absorbs heat in the dark. 
When it is exposed to 
the light, it gives out die heat again. 
Thus, 
placed in the dark interior of an ice chest, it 
absorbs the heat from the contents. 
Removed, 
and exposed to light on a cooking appliance, it 
throws off the heat which may be employed for 
culinary purposes. 
Speaking of heat reminded 
Babson that 
houses will be electrically cooled in warm 
weather. 
W e will "turn on the cold" in Au­ 
gust more simply than we "turn on the heat" in 
November. 
So many, many things Krill be done 
by electricity! 
Even wrist watches will be run, 
set and regulated, he says, by radio. 
It's going to be lots of fun cooking. 
Because 
strawberries are going to grow as big as cabbages 
— well almost as big. 
As big as potatoes any­ 
how— and all vegetables are going to assume 
the most convenient proportions. 
Burbank, ac­ 
cording to Babson, will be completely surpassed. 
Also— and this is great news tor the people who 
count calories— there has been a way discovered 
to make plants produce sugar or starch at Krill. 
Imagine going into a chain grocery store, and 
buying a can of sunlight as casually as a can of 
peaches. 
Well, in New Mexico they have al­ 
ready made expérimente that demonstrate the 
possibility of storing away the heat of the son's 
rays for future use. 
"W hat has been developed," explains Mr. 
Babson, "is the need of a synthetic metal that 
will conduct heat in one direction while not 
permitting it to pass to the other. 
When die 
substance has been perfected, we will be able 
to make containers that will fill up with sun- 
heat by the simple expedient of putting them 
where die sun can shine on them. 
"But the heat will not be able to escape until 
we open a valve, because it cannot pass back 
through the resistant walls of the container." 


\ 
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E N T U R IE S ago wise old alchemists are 
said to have made gold. Whether they did 
or not is a mystery, because their secrete 
perished with them. 
Most people ridicule the 
notion, but Mr. Babcock contemplates something 
oven more startling. 
"The alchemists were right,” he says. 
"It k 
entirely a matter of the right arrangement of 
atoms. 
W e are finding out bow to rearrange 
atomic structures. And, within 25 years, we will 
be able to make gold from lead, and milk and 
cheese from kerosene. 
There are absolutely no 
limits to what can be done." 
Synthetic rubber is already an accomplished 
fact But the things Mr. Babson says we are 
going to do with it are breadmaking. Pave our 
streets, for instance. 
And wall and floor our 
houses and offices, to keep them quiet. 
Soon men are going to wear paper suits, and 
there will be no good of using cloth. A man's 
suit— "ready to wear," as they say— will be pro­ 
duced from a slot machine, nicely done up, and 
all ready for the prospective wearer to carry 
away. 
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Even the buttons will be of paper. And the 
whole thing won't cost any more than it costs 
now to have a suit cleansed and pressed. But 
Mr. Babson doubts that such apparel will be al­ 
together popular— not, in other words, exactly 
what the well-dressed man will wear. 
H e predicts the total elimination of rot in 
wood that will effect a revolution in industry and 
building. 
Rot is occasioned by micro-organisms, 
and when these organisms are disposed of, the 
wood will last indefinitely.^ Mr. Babson says 
it will be accomplished by inoculating the bring 
trees. Inoculation can also change a tree from 
ash to oak, he says. O r from maple to birch. 
Not only will wood last forever, but rust will 
be also abolished. So that the tremendous indus­ 
trial losses suffered from rot and rust will no 
longer occur. 
All these things, according to Babson, are in­ 
evitable. They are, moreover, merely around the 
corner. Prosperity and magic and any number 
of things. 
T 


H E presidential election calmed whatever 
fears die famed statistician might have had 
for our immediate future. 
"W hile it is true," he admits, "that business 
conditions create presidents more o(ten than presi­ 
dents create business conditions, yet the next 
president of the United States will come closer 
than any of his predecessors for many years in 
influencing the trend of American business. 
"W e have placed in the White House an engi­ 
neer and not a politician. W e have brought to 
the administration of the nation's business for the 
next four years die scientific knowledge of one 
of the best administrative experts in the world. 
Every section of the country will receive «graal 
consideration and all groupe fair treatment P ar­ 
ticularly. will the agricultural sections benefit 
"Constructive measures will be shaped to re­ 
store conditions in the agricultural areae. And 
with this accomplished, die basic prosperity of 
the country is assured, for it must not be forgotten 
dial we have an agricultural nation, Upon the 
fate of our agriculture rests our prosperity ae a 
people. Industrial and manufacturing prosperity 
must have ns a back-log an assured ugh rate 
of purchasing power in tM agricultural sections. 
Thus our manufacturing industries are inextrica­ 
bly linked with the welfare of agriculture. 
The present condition of the country, except 
tor an inflated stoeff market, is fundamentally 
healthy, and I look to see the first half of 1929 
reflect fairly good business which will compare 
favorably with the first half of 1928. 
"Active business will keep employment near 
current levels. Payrolls should rise somewhat. 
General commodity prices will probably tend up­ 
ward for the short swing, but should sag later. 


The outlook for sales territories is distinctly more 
encouraging, particularly in the agriculture sec­ 
tions. 


fifili J*O N EY rates should average firm for the 
IVX near tenB* ^ut l*ter should tend gradu­ 
ally downward. On this basis, the bond 
market will slowly swing around to a more 
healthy condition. The stock market is the only 
major phase of activity which is inflated.

sharp tumble any time would not be surprising 
and would correct a dangerous situation. 
"A temporary move upward in general com­ 
modity prices into 1929 seems probable. Later, 
the trend should bring prices down to 1928 levels. 
I look for no marked inflation; only a short up 
swing. This would come from the reluctance on 
the part of manufacturers and merchants to order 
thus far this year becalm of presidential fears. 
a stampede of orders 
commodities, 
should have a more 
even distribution of prosperity than heretofore. 
Optimism in the important farming sections should 
make itself felt as actual conditions improve upon 
die fulfillment of Mr. Hoover's pre-election 
promises. 
' "It is expected that total payrolls will average 
slightly higher. This improvement would be due 
to increased hours of plant operation radier than 
to rising wages per worker. In fact, the outlook 
is for wage rates to sag somewhat during 1929, 
but no serious reductions are anticipated. 
"The cost of living should remain at about 
current levels with a possible tendency to weaken 
later. Industrial disputes should assume no par­ 
ticular importance during the first part of the 
pew, but probably will be larger in number than 
a t'the first part of 1928. Present conditions 
point to a continuation of unemployment because 
of the displacement of workers by labor-saving 
machinery.

"The last few years have been kind to us. We 
must expect stiffer competition both at home and 
abroad for 1929. But while it will require a 
little harder work, a little more application to the 
job, yet 1929 offers distinctly good opportuni­ 
ties. I might put it this way—-the last few years 
have constituted an opportunity for die American 
business man- 1929 represents a challenge. And 
I am positive the American business man will 
meet flus challenge."

All vegetable districts, according 
to a report from the federal-sU. 
crop 
reporting 
service, 
received 
generous rains in the past two 
weeks, with the exceptions of Im­ 
perial and Coachella valleys. 
Despite the fact that the rain­ 
fall was heavier than usual for this 
time of year. in no instance is a 
winter vegetable crop smaller for 
the state as a whole than it was 
last year. 
Cold weather has retarded the 
growth in some sections, but has 
done ae important damage. 
The 
early movement 
of

crops, however, is light just now 
because of the retarded growth. 
A brief summary of conditiens, 
as compiled by Jack M. Eakina of 
the federal-state service follows: 
Spring peas—Rain has delayed 
planting In most districts and the 
probable acreage is in doubt. 
Celery—The crop is good despite 
frosts and cold weather. 
Shipments ar© light because of 
the unsu&lly light demand for this 
time of year. 
An appreciable ln- 
crease ie expected in January. 
Spring lettuce—Planting has been 
going on for the past week in the 
Salinas-Watsonville district. 
This 
has been one of the most success­ 
ful seasons in years for fall let­ 
tuce and good plantings are ex­ 
pected for the spring crop. 
Cauliflower—Although cold weath­ 
er has delayed growth and harvest, 
no serious damage has been done. 
Carrots—This crop has been re­ 
tarded by cold weather and rains 
have delayed plantings in the Sa­ 
linas valley. Shipments should in­ 
crease with warmer weather in 
Los Angeles. Santa Clara and Ala­ 
meda counties and in the Salinas 
and San m Maria valleys. 
Bermuda onions—The Coachella 
valley crop will barely exceed 2500 
acres when transplanting is com­ 
pleted, compared with a total acre­ 
age of 8250 last year.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 29.— 
A report from Commercial Attache 
Halleck A. Butts, Tokyo, under date 
of November 6, states, "We have 
received from the government farm 
products Inspection bureau in Sap­ 
poro the final crop estimates of 
beans and other agricultural prod­ 
ucts in Hokkaido.” In commenting 
on this report, the bureau states 
that the exceptionally dry weather 
during the greater part of the 
growing season caused severe dam­ 
age to the bean, potato and pepper­ 
mint crop. 
This weather was followed by 
heavy rains during September and 
the first part of October, which 
caused deterioration In the quality 
of the beans. 
In consequence, a 
short crop of beans is anticipated 
and the quality will undoubtedly 
be inferior to that of last year. The 
final 
estimate 
of 
the 
crop 
of 
Tenashi beans In the Hokkaido re­ 
gion of Japan is 14,513 short tons. 
(Tenashi beans include large and 
small whites, and come directly 
into 
competition with California 
whites). 
This estimate is about l l per 
cent greater than last year’» pro­ 
duction of 12,865 short tons. 
Of 
The 14,518 tons it is estimated that 
10,150 tons or 70 per cent will be 
available for export. 
The amount 
of Nagauzuras (long cranberries) 
available for export is estimated as 
8650 tons, or about 75 per cent of 
this year’s production. 
Chunagas 
are usually consumed in the do­ 
mestic market. 
The total production of green 
peas Is reported at 108,909 long 
tons, which is some 2 1-2 per cent 
less than last year’s crops. 
The 
quantity available 
for 
export is 
placed at 30,400 tons against ac­ 
tual exports last year of approx­ 
imately 36,000 tons.

Grain growers will be interested 
to learn that a variety test plot 
has been established on the Irvine 
ranch near last year’s planting. 
Those who attended the field day 
last year will recall where the 
variety plots were established and 
others interested in watching the 
development of the different va­ 
rieties may get directions from the 
farm advisor’s office. 
As has been customary for the 
past six or seven years, a field 
day will In all probability be pro­ 
gramed In early May by the grain 
committee of the farm bureau to 
enable those interested to see the 
résulta 
This year three varieties of oat*, 
five varieties of wheat and six 
varieties of barley were planted. 
These varieties are not new this 
year, as all have been grown in 
the test plots for one or more 
years. It Is necessary to test each 
variety for a period of years, thus 
securing seasonal differences so 
necessary to obtain before a new 
variety can be permitted to go 
out for general field planting. 
Variety testing has 
been re­ 
sponsible for the Introduction of 
heavier yielding strains, thus in­ 
creasing the yield per acre. Since 
it costs no more to produce IS 
sacks to the acre than IO sacks, 
growers watch with much interest 
ths results obtained a t the test 
plots.

D E M FEST

The necessity for a more inten­ 
sified oelan-up campaign was de­ 
veloped at the recent meeting of 
the pepper growers’ department of 
the farm bureau in Garden Grove. 
At the previous meeting the de­ 
partment decided that every effort 
should be made to Insure all pep­ 
per plants being turned under by 
January I, and all nightshade de­ 
stroyed by that time. Many grow 
era have co-operated splendidly In 
carrying out this program, but 
unfortunately a considerable aum 
ber of fields throughout the coun 
ty have not had a sufficient amount 
of work done on them to Insure 
the fields being cleaned up by the 
forat of the year. 
Unless all fields are cleaned up 
during January, the clean-up cam 
palgn will be a failure, since the 
weevil* are still laying eggs la the 
field and larvae are alive and 
working. 
Early In February vol 
unteer nightshade will start grow­ 
ing all over the county, and the 
weevils can live over on th at hest 
until next year's crop of peppers 
Is available. 
Pepper plants completely plowed 
under and nightshade destroyed at 
this time, and during tile next SO 
days will bury and sxtermlnate the 
weevil population. 
All owners of 
pepper land and all growers should 
plow Immediately for their own 
future benefit. 
Moreover, most of 
the land Is In excellent moisture 
condition for ploying a t this time. 
Although no forecast can bo made 
with accuracy, It would seem like­ 
ly that unless the negligent grow­ 
ers clean up their pepper fields 
and nightshade plants a t once, that 
a severe weevil Infestation will oc­ 
cur next season. 
Tho uoo of valclum arsenate for 
tho control of tho popper weevil 
was discussed, and summaries of 
investigations mads through tbs 
pepper weevil laboratory at Garden 
Grove were given which showed 
that the calcium arsenate dust 1s 
effective in controlling the WMvil. 
Early dusting proved rather dis­ 
astrous In promoting the develop­ 
ment of aphis by destroying the 
natural enemy, the lady-bird bee­ 
tle; but late dusting, following the 
recommendations of the laboratory, 
proved successful. 
Owing to the 
variation In the date of maturity 
of the weevil populations, or gén­ 
érations, according to th# varia­ 
bility of the weather conditions 
from year to year, it was suggest­ 
ed that all growers refrain from 
dusting next season until advised 
to do so by the directors of the 
inspection work. 
Experience has 
shown that the first crop Is safe 
from WMvil under all conditions, 
and w ily dusting Is detrimental 
rather 
than beneficial. 
On the 
whole, the clean up of the fields 
Is the most desirable control meas­ 
ure so for developed.

In Industry, he says, uni­ 
formity, high quality, a rapid turn­ 
over, a regular and non-seasonal 
market and sales methods specially 
adopted to the products are essen­ 
tial to profitable and efficient op­ 
eration. 
“In Industry,” says Dunlap tech­ 
nical skill and well-controlled man­ 
ufacturing operations tend toward 
the production of uniform products 
of established quality. This Is read­ 
ily apparent in 
most 
Industrial 
commodities, such as paint, cement, 
steel, box cars, and even In such 
new and complicated mechanisms as 
motor cars and radio sets.

quality of product begets the conf I • 
denes of consumers; uniformity in 
product simplifies the selling pro­ 
cess; and, mass production reduces 
unit costs.
